The claims are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art 
fails to reasonably teach or suggest in claim 1 that a shoulder rest comprising a 
projecting leg opposite the bifurcation, a transverse pin at an open end of the leg, the 
pin having a length about equal to a diameter of the enlarged hole, a pair of latched 
members projected from an underside of the foot portion, and two spaced toothed stops 
at both sides of the latched members; and inserting the pin through the enlarged hole, 
and pressing the support means to insert the latched members through the channel for 
slidably fastening thereat with the flanges being mounted to the guide rails and the 
stops being engaged with teeth of the rack rail as set forth in the claimed combination.
